1. THIS EMBASSY HAS RECEIVED AND TRANSMITTED TO WASHINGTON 
(REFAIR) A LETTER TO SECRETARY KISSINGER FROM THE BELGIAN SECRETARY 
OF STATE FOR EXTERNAL TRADE (DAEMS) CONCERNING THE RECENT BELGIAN 
TRADE MISSION TO SAUDIA ARABIA. 

2. THE LETTER REPORTS THAT BELGIUM MADE GENERALIZED AGREEMENTS 
WITH THE SAUDIA ARABIAN GOVERNMENT ALLOWING FOR JOINT INDUSTRIAL 
PROJECTS IN BOTH SAUDI ARABIA AND BELGIUM. THE LETTER ADDS 

THAT MR. DAEMS BELIEVES THAT SUCH BILATERAL COOPERATIVE 
ARRANGEMENTS BETWEEN EUROPEAN AND ARAB COUNTRIES SHOULD BE 
IN THE FRAME WORK OF A WIDER PATTERN OF COOPERATION BETWEEN THE 
INDUSTRIALIZED WEST AND THE OIL PRODUCERS. BELGIUM 
WOULD WELCOME U.S. PUBLIC AND PRIVATE 

ENTITIES COOPERATING WITH BELGIAN COUNTERPOARTS FOR THIS 
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PURPOSE AND DAEMS ASKS FOR SECRETARY'S SUPPORT.
